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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1 .1 14, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 4/7/05 
has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 3, 4, 9, 10, 13-15 andl 7-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. 

It is impossible to the auxiliary thread and primary thread extending from 
substantially equivalent radial locations of the cylindrical wall and extending from 
different tiers having different diameters. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1, 5-7, 11, 12, 16, 22, 25 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Von Till (2,130,749). Von Till discloses, in figs. 5 an 6, a molded 
closure comprising a principal thread 6 and an auxiliary thread 14 extending from 
substantially equivalent radial locations of a cylindrical wall; a depth of the principal 
thread being at least about twice a depth of the auxiliary thread; therefore, the auxiliary 
thread inhibits to engage with the container neck finish. 

The introductory statement of intended use of "to engage a mold core thread and 
enable removal of said closure form said mold core after a short shot" has been 
carefully considered, but deemed not to impose any structural limitations on the 
claims distinguishable over the Von Till closure. It has been held that a recitation 
with respect to the manner which a claimed apparatus is intended to be 
employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus 
satisfying the claimed structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ 2d 1647 
(1987). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action:

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1, 2, 5-8, 11-, 12, 16, 22, 23, 25 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 

103(a) as being unpatentable over Gibson (3,690,496) in view of Schmalz (1 ,844,442). 
Gibson discloses, in figs. 1 and 2, a molded closure comprising a principal helical 
thread 10 and an auxiliary helical thread 1 1 extending from substantially 
equivalent radial locations of a cylindrical wall. 

Gibson does not disclose a depth of the principal thread being at least about 
twice a depth of the auxiliary thread. 

Schmalz teaches a closure having a depth of a principal thread being at least 
about twice a depth of an auxiliary thread. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to make the closure of Gibson having the 
principal thread being at least about twice a depth of the auxiliary thread, as 
taught by Schmalz, in order to sealingly apply to a container having correspond 
threads. 

Examiner notes that the claims are directly claimed to a molded closure; a 
container and a mold core are not positively claimed; therefore, the claims do not 
to impose any structural limitations on the claims distinguishable over the closure 
of Gibson in view of Schmalz. It has been held that a recitation with respect to 
the manner which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not 
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differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus satisfying the 
claimed structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ 2d 1647 (1987).

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -23, 25 and 26 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
